a dam below the mouth of the Sac- 


ramento and San Joaquin rivers 
to insure a continuous supply of 
fresh water in the streams of. the 
delta section were given by speak- 
ers at the opening of the second 
day of the Sacramento River prob- 
lems conference here 

‘ Grunsky, president of the 

American Society of Civil Eng- 
neers, and A. Kempkey, consult- 
ing engineer of San Francisco, both 
talked on this subject. 

Grunsky suggested a peed at 
Richmo which he said ould 
cost between $30,000,000 and 140 - 
000,000 and which would serve to 
hold back the sea waters from 
Suison and San Pablo bays, turning 
these into gigantic bodies of fresh 
water. 

Kempkey suggested four dam 
sites, the effect of which would be 
the same as suggested by Grunsky 
in insuring an adequate supply of 
fresh water for the delta. 

Kempkey, basing his figures on 
all of the four sites,/stated the 
nearest total cost at which he 
could arrive would not exceed $32,- 
000,000. 

In addition to turning the two 
bays into fresh-water 
projects would serve to reciaim the 
salt marshes about San Pablo Bay, 
and supply fresh water for Mar- 
tinez, Crockett and other points.

Eaton, who 
was familiar with the San Pasqual 
Ranch, interested himself in the 
Indianapolis venture and convinced 
the committee that he had found 
the land they were looking for. 
The price ‘was considerably higher 
than that stipulated in the agree- 
ment, so a reorganization was be- 
lieved to be necessary. A meeting 
of those interested in the modified 
project was held in Los Angeles 
on November 18, 1873, and the 
San Gabriel Orange Grove Asso- 
siation was organized.

The quiet and orderly manner 
in which the Molokans conduct 
themselves is felt when one walks 
around in the colony in Boyle 
Heights. Everywhere one sees the 
bearded men, with their quaint 
blouses and caps. Bright-eyed 
children scamper about chattering 
in EXnglish. The streets are as 
clean as in any similar section of 
Los Angeles, probably more so 
than in some where native-born 
people predominate. . 


NO BIRTH CONTROL 

One thing is sure.

Pharoah Seanad Brings High 
as 100 Pounds I

rarer than the forgeries, lies in 
the peasants who often dig up in- 
teresting and valuable pieces in 
the fields and in the native diggers 
employed by the foreign excava- 
tors who, despite rigid supervi- 
on are able to do a certain 
amount of pilfering during their 
work. 

Any peasant finding an antika“ 
is compelled by law to hand it 


over to the local inspector of an- 
tiquities, who will buv ft, if he so 


decides, at hi« valuation, but in 
most cases the peasants prefer to 
teke their chance with the Luxor 
dealers. 

LICENSED LAWBREAKERS 

These dealers can trade only by 
virtue of a license from th» 

ptian government; consequent- 
ly the Gilbertian situation arises 
whereby the authorities license the 
dealers to break the law, namely, 
by purchasing antiques from the 
pensants. 

At present the first demand of 
every foreign tourist is for a rélic 
relating to Tut-Ankh-Amen. The 
demand far exceeds the supply, in- 
deed, to such an extent that even 
the forgers are unable to keep up 
with it.
